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Subdivider Attempts to Jam Through Condemnation Proceedings Against Toyon Road Residents

City Council Tuesday 
night asserted that it does 
not necessarily ogree with 
the action of Prescott Build¬ 
ers In making It o party 
In the suit agolnst the 
Toyon Rd. p r ope r ty own¬ 
ers. It reached an ogree- 
ment to await the decision 
of the courts in this re¬ 
spect. CounclL on Sept 27. 
refused the Prescott Build¬ 


ers' application to moke it 
a porty to the suit. 

An effort by the Prescott 
Builders, Pasadena subdi¬ 
viders, to railroad through 
the courts proceedings 
against Toyon Rd. proper¬ 
ty owners In the months- 
old battle over the old 
Lewis hillside tract was 
uncovered late yesterday 
prior to tonight’s City 


Planning Commi.sslon 
meeting. 

The company seeks to 
gain roadway entrance 
into its subdivision, rights 
for which were granted by 
City Council after a de¬ 
termined fight waged by 
the property owners and in 
which public opinion gen¬ 
erally was on the side of 
the property owners. Pre¬ 
ceding this was the effort 


by City Council to compel 
the subdividers to create 
larger lots than the com¬ 
pany desired. This ended 
in a compromise. 

The property owners own 
the tracts constituting the 
roadway into the subdivi¬ 
sion. They have consist¬ 
ently refused the Prescott 
Builders’ offer of $1,000 
overall for this roadway 
property generally con¬ 


ceded to be worth $10,000. 

HERE IS the situation 
as of today: 

City Council, on Sept. 27, 
refused to join with Pres¬ 
cott Builders as an agent 
in the condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings which the latter 
announced it would insti¬ 
tute. 

At the adjourned meet¬ 
ing of City Council on 


Thursday, Nov. 3, Arthur 
Shapiro of Prescott Build¬ 
ers submitted a letter of¬ 
fering to dedicate to the 
City of Sierra Madre for 
public streets purposes an 
easement existing across 
private property (the 
aforesaid roadway tracts) 
which has not yet been 
condemned and which 
Prescott Builders does not 
yet own. 


At the same time, Toyon 
Rd. residents were amazed 
to receive subpoenas sum- 
mltted to them in tlie 
name of the City of Sierra 
Madre and Prescott Build¬ 
ers in a condemnation ac¬ 
tion despite Council’s 
unanimous vote on Sept. 
27 refusing to be a party 
to such action. 

Apparently, according to 
John A. Seilin, leader of 


the Toyon Rd. group, this 
is a move to jam through 
the courts condemnation 
of the roadway tracts. Or¬ 
dinarily it takes at least 
six months to effect pass¬ 
age of such a measure 
through the courts. 

IN ADDITION, Shapiro 
and his counsel, Atty. 
Thomas G. Garcia, are 
submitting their final map 
to the Planning Commis¬ 


sion at tonight’s meeting 
despite the fact that they 
have not met the condi¬ 
tions that were placed on 
the company by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and City 
Council. 

Six months have elapsed 
since the tentative map 
was approved with certain 
conditions to be met, in¬ 
cluding the necessary right 
of way on Toyon Rd.

HUNDREDS WILL ATTEND 
THANKSGIVING SERVICE 

Event Will Be Held 
In Memorial Park 


New City Hall 

7-Year 
Plan Cost 
Million 

Plans for a proposed sev¬ 
en-year capital improvement 
program at an estimated 
cost of $1,018,796, predicated 
on the present tax base, 
were considered by the City 
Council at an adjourned 
meeting Monday night. 

Included in the overall 
plan prepared by Council- 
men Milton R. Emerson and 
Lorance W. Lisle and City 
Administrator Lawrence C. 
Bevington were $260,000 for 
a civjg center, including a 
new city hall, housing all 
city departments, including 
fire and police. 

Presumably this would be 
erected on thb lot now own¬ 
ed by the city adjoining the 
Woman’s Clubhouse, 270 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd., and 
Memorial Park. Administra¬ 
tor Bevington expects short¬ 
ly to ask Council for $1,000 
with which to prepare plans 
for the proposed civic cen¬ 
ter. It is hoped to have con¬ 
struction under way within 
a year. 

THE REPORT stresses that 
the sevenwear program can 
be ca'rried out without in¬ 
creased taxes or selling of 
bonds. It would be financed 
on a “pay-go” basis, muchly 
from the sales tax, and it 
was estimated that the city 
at the end of seven years 
would still have an estimat¬ 
ed $175,000 balance in the 
sales tax fund. 

The largest sums aside 
from that proposed for the 
new civic center are $164,- 
000 for water, $90,460 for 
water depreciation and $59,- 
815 for general water, $151,- 
911 for parks, and $99,725 
for fire. Included in the lat¬ 
ter is the proposed purchase 
of a new truck for the de¬ 
partment. 

There has been consider¬ 
able criticism of the Recrea¬ 
tion Department in conjunc¬ 
tion with the park system 
and much opposition to the 
proposed expenditure for Its 
enlargement. Including a 
nine-hole golf course, wad¬ 
ing pool and baseball dia¬ 
mond at Sierra Vista Park, 
and improvements in Memo¬ 
rial Park, is expected, 
though the golf course would
